After years of being number one In the 
comics fleld, Marvel Comics becomes 
the first major comics company to offer 
original videotape programming to its 
comlcs fans this fall, when the company 
will release two videotapes, each 
priced at $25.95, only to comics shops. 
Later next year, the tapes will be made 
available to non-comics shop loca- 
tions. 

The first tape Marvel has scheduled 
for release was one of the most popular 
features Marvel offered during the con- 
vention season this year: the X-Men pilot 
episode, entitled "Pryde of the X-Men." 
The 25-minute tape was shown to 
packed crowds at the major comics 
cons this summer; everyone wanted to 
know where they could get a copy, and 
when It would be available. 

Now Marvel has bowed to the de- 
mand and has scheduled the tape for 
release on November 15th. The tape 
will be limited to only 25,000 copies, 
however, and Marvel will pro-rate or- 
ders if they come In higher than that. 
CSN readers are urged to reserve 
coples at their local comics shop as 
soon as possible, to be sure they get a 
copy. Later next year, a standard edi- 
tlon of the tape will be released to 
video stores. 

"The response to the cartoon this sum- 
mer was amazing,” Marvel Promotions 
Manager Steve Saffe’ +Id. "Every time 


ident of the U.S, This Is the kind of world 
the Black Terror operates In as an agent 
of an underground law enforcement 
group headed by Elliott Ness. 

The Black Terror is used to Infiltrate an or- 
ganization comprised of the American 
Mafia and the crime groups of Europe, 
China, Japan, South America, and the ter- 
rorist groups of the Middle East.

This won't be Marvel's only video re- 
lease, however; shipping the same day Is 
How fo Draw Comics the Marvel Way,a 
58-minute videotape narrated by Stan 
Lee and demonstrated by John Busce- 
ma, Lee and Buscema were the team re- 
sponsible for the top-selling How fo Draw 
Comics the Marvel Way trade paperback 
and hardcover, a book that many consid- 
era primer for would-be comics artists. 

The videotape will show John actually il- 
lustrating comic book pages to show the 
various techniques discussed In the tape. 
This Is a unique opportunity to see exact- 
ly what goes Into the creative process," 
Saffel sald, ‘It's like sitting In John's studio 
while he works.” 

As with the X-Men videotape, this tape 
will be released to video stores some- 
time in 1989, However, only comics shops 
will have these tapes for Christmas sales.

‘The only sure way to see the X-Men pilot 
is to pick up the videotape,’ Saffel sald. 
"That way you don't have to worry about It 
being pre-empted by another program, 
cut for commercials, or ruined by poor 
broadcast quality."

CALIBER VENTURES INTO 
THE REALM OF DEADWORLD 


Deadworld and The Realm, two very pop- 
ular comics previously published by the 
now-defunct Arrow Comics, will be picked 
up by Caliber Press. Both books will be 
published in the same format as before, 
and will continue the old numbering. 


The first Caliber issue of Deadworld will be 
#10, Unfortunately, serles artist Vince Locke 
will not be returning to the series because of 
his commitment to do Rustfor NOW Comics 
and a new Series for Caliber for 1989.

The Dark Wolf Annual, scheduled for De- 
cember release, will feature two guest 
stars, one real and one fictitious. The real 
guest star is Mercedes Lackey, a fantasy 
and horror author who has a new novel, 
Burning Water, due out from Tor Books in 
1989. 


The fictitious guest star is Diana Tregarde, 
the occult consultant and practicing witch 
who is the heroine of Lackey's novel. 
“Diane will be teaming up with Dark Wolf to 
confront a menace that is literally as old as 
mankind,’ Dark Wolf Annual writer R.A. Jones 
sald. The story will pit Tregarde and Dark 
Wolf against a she-demon who murders 
male victims at set intervals. “It's possible 
that this team-up of Dark Wolf and Diana 
Tregarde represents a comic book first," 
Eternity publisher Dave Olbrich said. ‘*Liter- 
ary characters have been used in comics 
before, of course--but this may well be the 
fist time such a character has made its 
comic book appearance before reach- 
ing bookstores in its initial novelized form, In 
addition, the Dark Wolf Annual will feature a 
cover by Tim Vigil, previously known for his 
brutal and bloody Grips. "Tim's work is very 
moody, atmospheric, and above alll, vio- 
lent--just like Dark Wolfs world, | think Tim's 
fans will be pleased," editor Chris Uim said, 


ACTION COMICS

There 
are more than three dozen really top-notch books 
scheduled for this month to give you something 
good to read on those fall nights before the new 
television season gets underway—and Isn't it nice 
that the comics companies are so thoughtful to 
make up for the tv writers’ strike delay? 


One of the hot books for the month Is a movie 
adaptation: Allen Nation #1, by Martin Pasko and 
Jerry Bingham, Is the adaptation that was orginally 
planned for thls past summer under the name 
Outer Heat. Now the film Is set for release, so the 
comic Is back on schedule. This Is Bingham's first 
major work since Batman: Son of the Demon, so 
you can be sure there'll be a lot of people walting 
for this one, 


Another film-inspired work makes the Hof Picks list 
this month: Allens #3, by the Marks, Verhelden and 
Nelson. If you've been reading this series already, 
you know why it’s the most popular film-based se- 
les in years. If you haven't been reading It, you re- 
ally should; the intelligent scripting by Verhelden |s 
complemented perfectly by Nelson's clean, realls- 
tic style. 


Amazing Spider-man #312, Spectacular Spider- 
man #147, and Web of Spider-man #47 are all 
parts of a slx-segment Spider-man-Hobgoblin- 
Green Goblin storyline that every superhero fan will 
want fo latch onto pretty quickly. The Spider-man 
titles have been climbing In popularity every month, 


So did Robin expire? Batman #428 will let every- 
one know whether Jason Todd made it out of that 
buming building or not (although | still can't figure 
out how he survived repeated head-smashing from 
a metal object to begin with). Not even the folks in 
the know at Comic Shop News know the outcome 
of this one yet--but we do know that thousands of 
you called in with your votes, Hang around in Octo- 
ber and see just what the majority thought. 


And speaking of Batman, what about Mike Zeck's 
Batman Portfollo, featuring the four covers from Ten 
Nights of the Beast plus two all-new plates done 
expressly for this portfolio? Zeck is more popular 
than ever before, and this should be just the item to 
please his hardcore fans. Don't expect it to last 
long In the comics shops! 


Eternity Comics Is branching off into a new direction 
with the publication of Battle0Armor #1; not only 
are they doing thelr own mechanized battle-sult 
comic (a perfect companion piece to go along 
with Robotech Il: The Sentinels, also coming up from 
Eternity), but they're designing and releasing their 
own role-playing game to go along with it! The 
comic should do very well from the very beginning— 
but once the game |s released a few weeks later, 
the few folks who didn't get the comic the first time 
around are going to be looking for it. Don't be one 
of them—lay hands on a copy as soon as you see it! 


Black Kiss #5 remains a scorcher; Howard Chaykin's 


adult tale of treachery, decelt, and violence 
seems to have found an eager audience, Judging 
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by its sales, This is a hard title to comprehend if you 
begin in the middle, but it's not impossible to figure 
ouf what you've missed, so don't pass It by just be- 
cause you might have missed the first few install- 
ments, Remember, though, this one is very mature 
in its content--if you're offended by R-rated materi- 
al, then this is not a comic for you. 


Next month, Black Orchid #1 will hit the comics 
shops; this month, the superb Dave McKean Black 
Orchid Poster serves as a lead-in preview. Certain- 
ly you've seen how quickly DC's posters sell out 
once these series hit-don't be left out! 


Bloodscent #1 is a great Halloween Hot Pick; It's a 
horror comic illustrated by one of the all time great 
horror comic artists, Gene Colan. Dean Allen 
Schreck writes the book, which is a sophisticated 
horror story that should please readers who want 
more than typical goblins-and-ghouls fare. And 
since this one Is shot from Colan's pencils, you'll get 
to see just why Gene Colan is considered an artist's 
artist. 


Brought to Light's a graphic novel that brings the in- 
vestigations of the Christic Institute to light; the 
book's two stories focus on the Iran scandal and a 
mysterious Central American bombing that killed 
several reporters. Both stories in this book are true; 
Joyce Brabner and Tom Yeates do the bombing 
story, while Alan Moore and Bill Sienkiewicz team 
up to take a look at the behind-the-scenes arms- 
to-lran deal, This is the first time Moore and 
Sienkiewicz have teamed up ona project--al- 
though it won't be the last--so comics fans in the 
know will keep an eye out for this one. 


Captain America #350 settles for once and for all 
who's going to wear the Captain America cos- 
tume; judging from the increasing popularity of 
Captain America lately, this book may be one of
